He used Japan as an exam- 
ple, The President's economic 
policy “knocked Japan's econo- 
my off its pins.” 


Japan _ suddenly became 
“loose, unaligned, because she 
was no longer a satellite of 
Washington.”” The international 
effect of this unsettling, he ex- 
plained, has been to cause the 
governments of the world to 
take a hard look at their own 
interests 

In Vietnam, he said, this has 
already resulted in Chinese and 
Russian reexaminations of their 
interest in Hanoi. In essence, 
he argued, the President has 
given the large Communist gov- 
ernments “something bigger to 
worry about than Hanoi. 

Landon has studied Southeast 
Asia since he was stationed 
there as a missionary in 1927. 
He has written numerous schol- 
arly books and articles on the 
area, and has advised the fed- 
eral government on the area 
since before the second World 
War. 

He was the first professional 
employe of the Office of Coor- 
dinator of Information in 1941, 
which evolved through the Of- 
fice of Strategic Services (OSS) 
to the present Central Intelli 
gence Agency (CIA) 

He is currently a professor of 
Asian Studies at the American 
University in Washington, D. C., 
and an editor of the journal, 
“Southeast Asia, an  Interna- 
tional Quarterly.”. He is en- 
gaged in research on the topic, 
“Southeast Asia and Japan's 
New Co-Prosperity Sphere, 
1970—.””

Lustrous dark walnut tables 
were getting the last flick of a 
dustcloth. An_ occasional blar- 
ing sound originated from a 
machine far too elaborate to 
call a juke box. 

An electrician foraged nosily 
beneath a baseboard.

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Boy Scout Council Serving 3,938 in 138 Units 


The Cahokia Mound Council, 
Boy Scouts of America, is serv- 
ing 3,938 boys in 138 units, re- 
ports — showed at the annual 
council business meeting Mon- 
day evening, held at Niedring- 
haus United Methodist Church. 

Included are 2,005 in 71 units 
in the Uniwah (Quad-City) dis- 
trict, 1,480 in 48 units in Illini 
(Collinsville - Edwardsville) and 
453 in 19 units in Kickapoo 
(Highland-Greenville areas). 

There are 2,091 cub scouts in 
54 packs, 1,361 boy scouts and 
486 explorers in 27 posts. 

Finance Chairman Charles 
Schmidt reported, “The Sunnen 
Ranger enrollment did not meet 
our expectations in 1971, and 
thus the gap between our desire 
to provide financial support for 
our program and our needs 
widened, 

“But we have accomplished 
the following to help us close 
the gap and achieve solvency in 
1972: The finance committee 
has met and approved a plan 
for a Friends of Scouting en- 
rollment which will begin in 
January. 

“We have already recruited 
our council Friends of Scouting 
chairman, Ray Grisham. 

“We also wil institute a spe- 
cial projects sales program to 
help us fulfill the needs, and 
we intend to support the United 
Funds in every way,” Schmidt 
said. 

William Monical, council 
scout executive, who made 
a report for the organiza- 
tion and extension commit- 
tee, said, “A scout and 
buddy campout in the Uni- 
wah district has already re- 
sulted in 70 new boys being 
registered in scouting. 

“School nights for scout- 
ing were held in each dis- 
trict for cub scouting, A ‘red 
carpet conference’ was held 
in each district for all lead- 
ers to explain the member- 
ship round-up program cur- 
rently going on.” 

“Our goal for 1972 is to have 
a fully manned and functioning 
organization and extension com- 
mittee on both the district and 
council levels, with emphasis 
on expanding the program 
through the organization of new 
units. A spring recruiting pro- 
gram to include units, leaders 
and boys will be held. We in- 
tend to build into each activity 
recruiting possibilities,” Moni- 
cal said. ” 

The council goal for Dec, 31, 
1971, is 4,276 boys in the pro- 
gram 

“Exploring has achieved the 
year-end goals in membership 
and units already," Dave Wil- 
son, explorer chairman, an- 
nounced, 

“We presently have 486 high 
school and college age young 
men registered. A spring plan- 
ning conference was held, with 
750% of post officers in attend- 
ance. Explorer olympics and 
road rally were held, and we 
conducted interest surveys in all 
area high schools.”’ 

“We plan an officer planning 
conference in both the spring 
and fall, interest surveys in the 
schools and promotion: of Phil- 
mont Scout Ranch and Canoe 
Base attendance.”’ 

Leadership Training Chair- 
man David Fox reported, ‘In 
1971, we have 81 of our top 
leaders trained. Two complete 
courses for cub and boy scout 


training during each week 

at summer camp. 

“In 1972, we hope to in- 
volve all camp leaders in 
pre-camp training; increase 
junior leader training at- 
tendance at camp; give em- 
phasis to the patrol method 
in all training; and offer 
personal and small group 
training as new units are 
formed.” 

Leo Schermer, council ad- 
vancement chairman, said, “In 
1971 we had 58 units certified 
to the national standard in ad- 
vancement. We ‘had 751 cub 
scouts advance one rand and 
494 boy scouts: advanced one 
rank, and to date we have had 
26 Eagle scouts. We have also 
a complete merit badge coun- 
selor list in all districts. 

“In 1972, our. goal will be to 
keep updated the merit badge 
counselor lists, stimulate at- 
tainment of the Eagle rank, 
identify and encourage . units 
having low advancement rec- 
ords, and encourage more and 
regular boy and leader recogni- 
tion. 

“Camp Sunnen met the 
national standards of scout 
camping this summer, and 
had an 11% increase in our 
attendance,” Bob Blew, 
council camping chairman, 
reported. 

“The camp promotion pro- 
gram conducted by the Or- 
der of the Arrow was good 
this year, and promises to 
be even better in 1972. We 
had 604 Boy Scouts and 
65 adult Scout leaders at 
Camp Sunnen for a week 
each last summer. 

“Fifty-one adults completed 
pre-camp training and 28 boys 
completed junior leader train- 
ing. 

“Tn 1972, we intend to operate 
six full weeks of summer camp; 
expand junior leader training 
and pre-camp training for 
adults; re-establish a conserva- 
tion week: institute a canoe 
clinic; and stimulate more 
weekend use of Camp Sunnen.” 

Terry Toth, chief-elect of the 
Cahokia Lodge, Order of the 
Arrow, reported, “The Order of 
the Arrow made camp promo- 
tion visits to every scout unit;

“The activities committee will 
also establish and carry out a 
continuing public relations pro- 
gram.” 

Retiring Council Commission- 
er William Shiadel reported that 
the commissioner staff assisted 
in red carpet conferences, school 
nights for scouting, organization 
of new units and the scout-o- 
rama and camp-o-rees. 

The final committee report

‘Furlough’ 


Plan Passes Its First Test

SPRINGFIELD — Fourteen 
prisoners serving time in. TIlli- 
nois penal institutions had ex- 
tra reason to be thankful over 
the Thanksgiving holiday—they 
were allowed out of prison to 
spend three-day ‘furloughs’ 
with their families. 

The men—five from the min- 
imum security prison at Vien- 
na, and a total of nine from the 
state’s five work release cen- 
ters — were permitted to go 
home as the state launched its 
new prison furlough system 
with no fanfare and no prob- 
lems.

All 14 returned on sched- 
ule to their various facili- 
ties, without incident, ac- 
cording to A. M. Monahan, 
assistant director of cor- 
rections, in charge of the 
adult correction division of 
the department of correc- 
tions, 
Five more were released 
from Vienna to make three- 
day visits with their fam- 
ilies. 
The “furlough” system 
was authorized by recent 
legislation but the actual 
rules and guidelines were 
worked out by the adult cor- 
rection division. In some in- 
stances, the department’s 
regulations are stiffer than 
those set by the legislature. 
Currently, only men are cov- 
ered by the plan, and those are 
limited only to men who will be 
eligible for parole within six 
months, have good prison rec- 
ords, are in either the minimum 
security facility at Vienna or 
the work release program, and 
are married with families. 

Bachelors, and married men 
without families, are not eligi- 
ble for furloughs at this time, 
Monahan said. 


There is no dollar cost to the 
state under the program, since 
prisoners’ families must pay all 
expenses, and the families must 
also pick up the prisoner and 
return him to his residence fa- 
cility. 

Furloughed prisoners are not 
allowed to make the visits if 
they must find their own trans- 
portation, Monahan said 

Under” present regulations, 
five men at a time will be al- 
lowed three days, plus travel 
time, from Vienna, and two 
each will be released at a time 
from the five work release cen- 
ters, 

If the program ‘works out, 
the furloughs will be extended 
to men serving time in mini- 
mum security units at Menard, 
Pontiac and Stateville prison at 
Joliet. 

Vienna, with a current popu- 
lation of 278, is the only entire- 
ly minimum security penal fa 
cility in Illinois. 

At Stateville, however, nearly 
300 prisoners actually live out- 
side the walls in minimum se 
curity units, with approximately 
150 more at Menard and 50 at 
Pontiac also serving in mini- 
mum security units

Van Morrison Recalls 
Early Tour Struggles

If you have any doubts about 
Van Morrison’s versatility it 
might be a good idea to listen 
to his latest album called 
“Tupelo Honey” on the Warner 
Bros. label. 

The album, which contains 
his fast-rising single “Wild 
Nights” is warm and person- 
able. It reflects, ever so sim- 
ply, Van’s conflicting moments 
and moods of life, along with 
the hopes and disappointments, 
the sadness and joys through a 
mixture of driving rock tunes 
and love ballads. 

All the compositions on the 
platter are written by Morrison, 
who receives some expert back- 
up help from Boots Stuart 
Houston’s flute work on 
“(Straight to Your Heart) Like 
a Cannonball” and Connie 
Kay's drums on such tunes as 
“Starting a New Life,” “Tupelo 
Honey,” “When That Evening 
Sun Goes Down"’ and “Old, Old 
Woodstock.” 

Morrison hails from Belfast 
Ireland, and as a young: lad 
wanted to be a cowboy. 

“IT loved those Lash LaRu 
movies and Hopalong Cassidy, 
he said when asked about his 
first ambitions in life. 

However, that didn’t 
‘and by the time he was 12 he 
was playing the saxophone and 
singing. He fell in love with 
American blues and rhythm 
and blues. Although his speak- 
ing voice still carries a rich 
Irish accent, his singing voice 
is pure and clean, 

Morrison, like most musi- 
cians, started out playing with 
several neighborhood bands. 
At the age of 16, he formed his 
own band named the Monarchs 
and toured Europe.

In 1967, he left the group be- 
cause he didn’t want’ to limit 
himself just to R&B interpreta- 
tions, and moved to America. 

“T always had strong feelings 
about America,” he recalled. 
“When I was 5 or 6, my father 
went to Detroit and he was 
supposed to bring the rest of 
the family over. He sent me 
some American clothes but the 
other kids were jealous of 
them.” 

“Brown-Eyed Girl” proved to 
be his first hit song for the 
Bang label. When his contract 
ended h them, he signed 
with Warner Bros. where he 
produced his first album called 
“Astral Weeks.”” 

Well on Way 

Two year’s later. came 
“Moondance,” which proved 
Morrison was well on his way 
to success not only as a singer 
but also as a writer, 

His version of “Come Run- 
ning” made the top 40 charts 
and. such songs as “Crazy 
Love,” “Into the Mystic," and 

id New Day” all became 
inners for other stars. 

After that came “His Band 
and Street Choir’? album which 
included the hit song ‘‘Domini,” 
and now his fourth album, 
“Tupelo.” 

As for working with bands, 
Morrison has this to say: 

“For me the concept of a 
group doesn't work because 
you're, limited to those four or 

guys. Somebody’s gonna 
say something you don’t like. 
With THEM, I'd see a lot of 
stuff that they wouldn't pick up 
on. They’d wanna go and hang 
out in a club or something. I 
was conscientious. I can’t rely 
on four or five other guys to 
make decisions for me; I’ve 
got to do what I want to do.” 

Van is the type of musician 
who gets terribly upset and de- 
pressed by any slackness in his 
music. He has been accused of 
being a temperamental artist, 
because he-has left the stage of 
a concert early and not come 
back to finish the set. But then 
Van has ys been his own 
toughest critic. 

“Performing for me requires 

a tremendous amount of con- 
centration,” he explained. “I’m 
nat someone who just plugs in 
and gets it on. And it’s hard to 
get audiences to listen ’cause 
they're used to people who get 
it on. And that’s just not what 
I do, Also, I never do a song 
the same way twice, and of 
course, the audiences always 
y t > old songs. 

“They don't ize that when 
we used to do ‘Gloria’ it was 20 
minutes, and for the record it 
only three minutes. How 
are you gonna recreate some- 
thing like that? Anyway I get 
tired of being on the road after 
1 while and to me it’s some- 
time more important to do an 
album—to get new songs out.” 

So that’s exactly what he’s 
done with “Tupelo Honey.” It's 
a nine-cut platter of new songs, 
written and sung with an hon- 
est inter that demands 
something from the listener, 
and it gets better and better 
with each spin

Governor: Youths Want 
To Build, Not Destroy 


(The governor discusses 
his thoughts on young peo- 
ple in the following special 
column.)

GOV. RICHARD B. OGILVIE 

A popular movie some years 

ago asked musically: ‘What's 
the matter with kids today?” 
_ Older people have been ask- 
ing that question in different 
forms, I would guess, since the 
world began, 

Just a couple of years ago, 
the news media were saturated 
with the activities of the tiny 
minority of young people bent 
on outright revolution. 

Their deadly tactics killed 
innocent people and some- 
times themselves. 

Yet the damage they did to the 
good name of millions of other 
young people seems to have be- 
gun to fade away—thank good- 
ness. 

The reality of what our chil- 
dren are has overcome the pow- 
erful impression left by the few 
who got into the news. 
~ 1 don’t mean to imply that our 
kids are perfect, collectively. 
There are still frightening and 
disturbing trends — like drug 
abuse, 

Yet, most of our children are 
doing today’s equivalent of what 
we did at their ages—including 
questioning the values and 
standards we live by as they 
search for their own. 

One of the most interest- 
ing aspects of the so-called 
youth rebellion is still’ to 
come. 

For only time itself will 
reveal how they behave as 
parents facing the traditional 
rebelliousness of their own chil- 
dren. 

We have a perspective, for 
example, of the significance of 
the noisy Chicago 7 conspiracy 
trial, 

Judging from the headlines 
during the trial, one might have 
concluded that.our system of 
justice was about to come tum- 
bling down. 

It didn’t, did it? 

And how much change was 
wrought by the defendants in 
that trial, who proclaimed it 
was “Amerika,” as they call it, 
that was on trial? 

I don’t mean to fault the 
news media in this discus- 
sion. They reported the 
news by the time-honored 
standards of what consti- 
tutes news—the unusual. 

Yet our concern should. be 
more properly centered on the 
great mass of young people who 
are, in fact, doing little or noth- 
ing that is unusual or bizarre. 

1 spent Thanksgiving Day 
with members of my wife’s 
family. And it was evident in 
that family group —as in so 
many families—that the abiding 
concern of the parents was for 
the welfare of their children. 

In that Thanksgiving. setting, 
IT had reason to remember the 
alarming situation which pre- 
vailed on the college campuses 
of Illinois following Kent State 
and the incursion into Cambo- 
dia. 

I had mobilized every avail- 
able Army National Guardsman 
in this state to try to keep the 
peace—peacefully. 

It was a tense situation, 
with terribly real possibili- 
ties of serious and deadly 
incidents. 

In am thankful beyond words 
that good sense prevailed. 

But that is yesterday’s news. 

Today's news—in a variety of 
publications—is about the de- 
cline or demise of the ultra-rad- 
ical groups that were news two 
years ago. 

Students are turning, instead, 
to the “system” by registering 
to vote and by getting to work 
on projects that interest them. 

Three paragraphs from a re- 
cent series of news articles 
caught my eye, and I want to 
share them with you: 

“Students who ran_ through 
the streets screaming for’ revo- 
lution have turned to different 
tactics this fall. 

“They admit that- mass dem- 
onstration and protest rallies no 
longer appeal to Midwestern 
university and college students. 

« «Students are not willing 
to follow in the ways of de- 
struction, but are more in- 
terested in building up and 
replacing the outmoded,’ 
said a Michigan State Unj-

Points to Watch 
In Choosing Toys 


Illinois Attorney General Wil 
liam J. Scott today warned hol- 
iday shopvers to use care in 
purchasing toys for gifts, since 
some toys with faulty construc- 
tion details that can cause pain- 
ful injuries to children may still 
be on the market. 


Scott explained that in the 
past 10 months, the sale of 141 
toys being marketed has been 
banned by the Food and Drug 
Administration. 

In most cases, production o' 
the dangerous toys has beer 
stopped or the toys redesignec 
to make them safe. But be 
cause’ of the time needed to 
find and remove the toys from 
the shelves, some may still be 
on the market. 


Scott said children can be 
seriously injured by such poor 
ly-designed details as sharp 
wires or prongs meant to hold 
the shape of dolls or stuffed 
toys. These can easily b 
through the toy’s cover mate 
rial, 


The attorney general cited 
other examples of toys which 
should be avoided: 


1, Brittle pl; 
shatter, sending out 
pieces of plastic and 
jagged edges 

2. Toys with sharp metal edg 
es or parts. 

3. Stuffed animals with buttor 
»yes that can be removed and 
swallowed by small children 


tic toys which 
flying 
leaving 


4. Rattles which can break 
apart into easily-swallowed 
pieces 

5. Dangerous games such as 
darts or bows and arrows. 


Attorney General Scott warned 
that the holiday season brings 
with it many reports of eye and 
other injuries to children caused 
by broken or unsuitable toys. 


Persons who have spotted 
a hazardous toy should 
write to the attorney gen- 
eral’s office, he said. Let- 
ters should include the 
name and model number of 
the toy and why the con- 
sumer thinks the toy is dan- 
gerous.

Earth-Orbiting Stations 
Will Be Just Like Home 


By FRANK MACOMBER 
Military-Aerospace Writer

Even before Congress has de- 
cided whether to finance huge 
earth-orbiting stations for the 
late 1970s, aerospace engineers 
are busy designing them with 
all the'comforts of home. 

Blueprinting and building a 
house for 12 people is job enough 
on earth. When the plan is to 
hoist it hundreds of miles into 
space to whirl around the world 
for 10 years or more, the prob- 
lems multiply fast, says D. E 
Charhut, chief space staion de- 
signer for the McDonnell Doug- 
las Astronautics Co. 

The aerospace firm has con- 
ducted preliminary design stud- 
ies on’a 12-man spaceborne sta- 
tion and scientific laboratory for 
the federal space agency's Mar- 
shall Space Flight Center, Hunts- 
ville, Ala. 

Today's technology is suffici- 
ent to build a station with a life 
of at least a decade in space, 
says Charhut. Just as earth- 
bound builders often design 
houses so additional rooms can 
be added later, the ideal space 
station design must be flexible 
enough to allow for additional 
laboratories over the years 

Ready by 1977 

A station to accommodate 12 
astronauts and scientists could 
be ready for launch by 1977—a 
year before the liftoff date now 
envisioned by the space agency 
—according to Charht 
aloft by a two-stage 
moon rocket with i 
pounds of thrust, the station 
would weigh about 187,000 
pounds, be 111 feet long and 33 
feet in diameter. 

Three two-story modules 
linked together would allow room 
for additional space experi- 
ments. An isotope (nuclear) 
electrical power system and 
water and atmospheric systems 
would make the station as com- 
fortable and functional as a well- 
equipped American home, ac- 
cording to Charhut. 

An carth-to-orbit shuttle sys- 
tem would provide a stream of 
supplies, additional experiments, 
crew rotation and the return of 
completed experiments to 
grounded scientists. 

A central tunnel 
the length of the 
serve as a traffic artery for 
men and equipment and an air- 
lock for the shuttlecraft or 
other spaceships operating from 
the station. 

It would be launched into a 
246-mile circular orbit, high 
enough for scientists to study 
the earth over wide regions. 

Charhut believes the elements 
of such a station would become 
the “building blocks” for craft 
used on later missions in earth 
orbit, to the moon or the planets. 

Have Gravity Problems 

But what of the “zero gravity 
problems involved in putting t 
gether a home and laboratory 
that will find nearly everything 
and everybody floating about in 
a weightless state unless they 
are fastened down? 

The task of solving that prob- 
lem went to the Grumman Aero- 
space Corp., Bethpage, Long 
Island, N.Y., under a space 
agency study contract with the 
Manned Spacecraft Center, 
Houston. 

Man’s mobility and body 
movements on earth are related 
directly to the forces of gravity.

1771—Leaders in Massachu- 
setts Bay Colony were actively 
concerned by this time about 
British colonial policies that 
they regarded as improperly re- 
Strictive, 

Eight men, all residents of 
Boston’ and vicinity, all Massa- 
chusetts-born, and six of them 
graduated from Harvard, gained 
special prominence in resultant 
activities leading to independ- 
ence. 

These eight were James’ Otis, 
John Adams, Samuel Adams, 
John Hancock, Elbridge Gerry, 
Robert Treat Paine, Nathaniel 
Gorham, and Paul Revere, 

In 1771, they ranged in age 
from 27 to 49, with Gerry the 
youngest and Sam Adams the 
oldest. 

Three were lawyers and five 
were in business, and seven 
served in the Massachusetts 
General Court, or Legislature. 

Six were to serve in the Con- 
tinental Congress, two as _ its 
president, and five were to sign 
the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. 

Three also were to be mem- 
bers of the U. S. Constitutional 

. Convention, three were to be- 
come governors of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, two 
were to become vice presidents 
and one President of the United 
States and father of a second 
President. 

1821—James Buchanan Is 
in his first year as a mem- 
ber of the U. S. House of 

Representatives, from Penn- 

sylvania, 

At 30, he had served in the 
War of 1812, then in the Penn- 
sylvania state legislature and 
had gained early success in the 
practice of law. 

After 10 years in the House, 
he became U, S, minister to 


Russia in 1831-1833 and went to 
the U. S. Senate in 1834-1835, 

He was secretary of state un- 
der President Polk in 1845-1849, 
U. S. minister to Great - Brit- 
ain in 1853-1856, and waS to be- 
come the 15th President of the 
United States, a Democrat, in 
1856-1861. 

He was the only President 
never to marry. 

He did not run for reelection 
in 1860 and—after the inaugura- 
tion of Abraham Lincoln as his 
successor in 1861—he retired to 
his country estate near Lancas- 
ter, Pa., where he died seven 
years later, at 77. 

Santo Domingo, in the 
Caribbean, oldest of Spain’s 
colonies in the new world, 
declares its independence, 
and seeks to ally itself with 
Colombia, for protection. 

This alliance failed, and 
Santo Domingo was overrun 
by forces from French 
Haiti, in the western part of 
the island, so that for the 
next 22 years the entire 
island was dominated by 
Haiti.

Legislators Usually Don’t Get Emotionally 
Involved But They Cheered for Bill 3744 


We note that State Representatives Calvo, 
Kennedy and Walters all voted for passage of 
House Bill 3744. this fall at Springfield. Rep. 
C. L. McCormick's “Media Ethics Bill” was en- 
thusiastically passed, 107-39, by the Illinois 
House on Nov. 2 but was left in the Committee 
on Assignment of Bills when the Senate ad- 
journed Nov. 13. 

Although no effort was made to advance 
the bill in the Senate, it will still be alive when 
the General Assembly returns in January and 
can be activated from the point where it now 
rests. The Illinois Press Association wanted to 
testify against it but had no chance because a 
committee hearing was bypassed by the Hous 
the bill, in fact, was passed within three days 
after being introduced by the Vienna legislator. 

HB 3744 prohibits lobbying by members of 
the press; requires news media to report an- 
nually to the State Board of Elections the dollar 
amounts of advertising purchased for political 
purposes; requires disclosure of economic in- 
terests to a Board of Ethics by owners, officers 
and editors of news media; and prohibits charg- 
ing higher rates for political advertising than for 
commercial purposes. 

The IPA has commented that “the bill 
was obviously intended as a direct slap at the 
press—radio and television included—for its 
insistence that legislators pass an ethics bill that 
covers themselves and other public officials. 
House members cheered each vote cast as the

Rep. McCormick, a Republican, summar- 
ized his reasoning as follows: “The press says 
you ought to be ‘naked’ before the people of 
Illinois. The press stripped you ‘nude.’ You've 
got to have the guts to make them do the 
same.” 

In reply, we'll quote a couple of news- 
paper people. Clarence Peterson of the Chicago 
Tribune was right on target when he said, only 
half jokingly, “Most newsmen are opposed to a 
newsman disclosure bill. They say it represents 
a threat to freedom of the press. Indeed it may, 
but the real reason most newsmen are against 
it is that they don’t want the neighbors to find 
out how poor they are.” 

Lloyd Wendt, Chicago Today editor-pub- 
lisher, added, “I don't think the government 
has any right to regulate private business and 
1 doubt whether such a measure, if passed by 
the Senate and signed by Governor Ogilvie, 
‘would be constitutional. It's a vindictive bill de- 
signed to harass the press.” 


More at Stake Than Tuna Boats; Piracy Off 
Ecuador Calls for Stern Response by U. S. 


Issues in the so-called ‘tuna boat war’’ in 
international waters off Ecuador go deeper than 
money, sovereignty or fishing rights. No nation 
could have been more patient and understand- 
ing than the United States about the outright 
maritime robberies that have been committed 
along the South American coast since 1952 by 
nations that claim a 200-mile maritime limit. 

America has tried to discuss the matter bi- 
laterally and in the international arena. We 
have pleaded, threatened, paid ransom and 
even withheld a little military aid as a persuader. 
These steps have served only to embolden the 
brigandage, as the seizure of more than 4 
American tuna vessels by Ecuador this yeur 
alone exhibits. 

Now, the tempo is increasing and~ our 
inaction has encouraged other South American 
nations to participate in the lucrative “piracy.” 

Apologists remirid us that the United 
States is a large, rich and powerful nation, one 
that can turn the other cheek to gnat stings, or 
write the ransom off as a sort of international 
welfare program. 

It is becoming plain, however, that while 
we may at times turn the other cheek, we simply 
cannot continue-to expose our heart. In this 
case, international law, equity and tradition are 
all on the side of the U. S. Pure reason sup- 
ports us, too. 

If, for example, we established a 200-mile 
maritime sovereignty on our own part, we 
could claim that Cuba lies in our territorial 
waters—and vice versa. If every nation did the 
same, there would be a chaotic effect on com- 
merce—not to speak of peace—throughout the 
world. 

America should act now to put an end to 
such behavior, which hurts more with each 
passing day. We could begin by enforcing fed- 
eral laws which require withholding of aid and 
military equipment from nations that illegally 
seize our ships. 

Additionally, we could escort 
fishermen with armed Navy vessels, leaving no 
doubt but that we mean business—just as the 
British meant bu when they furnished naval 
protection for their fishermen off Iceland, and 
as the French did when they protected their 
shrimp flects in the Gulf of Mexico 

Undoubtedly our action would generate an 
outcry. The United Nations might pass a resolu- 
tion condemning it. Latin American nations af- 
fected might threaten to expropriate private 
U. S. properties. But such reactions are out 
weighed by our obligation to guard American 
citizens on the high seas. 

Our resolute conduct might well give ne 
impetus to a few great qualities in the U 
like*pride, courage and a sense of national pur- 
pose. That would be a reward exceeding all 
valuation,

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Switch to a Metric System Could ° 
Have Funny, Not So Funny Results

Imagine that it’s kickoff time 
for the 1972 Super Bowl game 
There sits Freddy Fanatic, nail- 
biting and squirming because 
his TV set’s on the fritz, Fred- 
dy is radio-side for this one. 

<lotz Is it in and heads 

for the sidelines! He’s past one 
man. . shakes off another! 
He's going, going . . . ninety 
one and one-half meters for a 
touchdown! 

Fanatic is in a_ fren: 
“Ninety one what? You meat- 
head! How far was that run 
back?” 

To a Frenchman, a Rus- 
sian, a Swede or almost 
anyone else in the civilized 
world, the distance would 
present an immediate 
image. To us, it would only 
make sense if the announcer 
said it like we think it is: 
100 yards. 

But how we think it is in 
the world of weights and 
measures is no longer very 
much so, The U. S. is the 
last major nation still cling- 
ing to the old feet, pounds, 
yards, tons, gallons and 
other assorted and outdated 
standards of the Anglo- 
Saxon heritage. 

England and Canada persist 
with us, but the others are 
solidly metric. 

‘A number of people think the 
U. S. is headed for a “heap of 
trouble” if it doesn’t get into 
the metric ball game, and 
quick 

One of those is Richard Ar- 
nold, a distinguished chemist 
who is‘chairman of the chem- 
istry department at SIU-Car- 
bondale. 

He was once head-of Re- 
search for Mead Johnson, 
which—like most pharmaceuti- 
cal-chemical companies, is 
away ahead of its business 
world contemporaries in having 
switched to the metric system 
long ago. 

Arnold estimates the cost 
of converting U. S. industry 
to the metric system w 
be in the billions. The De- 
partment of Defense has 
said converting its own 
machinery would cost $18 
billion over a 10-to 30-year 
period. 

But Arnold says the cost 
to the U. S. will be im- 
ponderably higher if it 
doesn’t: “It’s a matter of 
doing it or simply rotting, 
economically.” 

Why so? We've done okay 
with inches instead of centi- 
meters, miles instead of kilo- 
meters, pounds instead of 
grams—why change? 

Take an example. A German 
auto company needs some nuts 
and bolts and wants them at a 
low price. Say Japan and the 
U. S. are the logical markets. 


But the Japanese nuts and bolt 
will be machined at so man 
threads per centimeter. Th 

American stuff will be threade 
in inches. 

Since the German cars aré 
compatible with the metr 
nuts and ‘bolts, Japan gets the 
orde; 

Magnify that a few thousar 
times a pply it to all kind 
of sophisticated manufactured 
equipment. Arnold says simp! 
that, in a free world-market 
era, the U, S. just won't be able 
to buy and sell these thing 
with any ease at all 

“We are now at the poir 
where the old Anglo-Saxon 
tem is a ball and chain. 

That old system was fine 
as long as it lasted (an 
acre was defined as the 
amount of land a man and 
horse could plow from sun- 
up to sundown). Every- 
body knew what everybody 
else was talking about, 

But in 1801, France went 
to the metric system, It is 
far more sensible (a meter 
originally being defined as 
1/10 millionth of the dis- 
tance from the North Pole 
to the Equator) and it is 
nice and clean, since every 
unit of measurement or 
weight or mass or what- 
ever can be divided by 10. 
Germany went metric in 1871 

Most of the Western World fol- 
lowed. 

And, 
alone. 

Arnold says—and U. S, Com- 
merce Secretary Maurice Stans 
agrees—that it is not a question 
of whether America will “get 
with” the program, but when 
and how painful the whole 
switchover will be. 

“It is impossible to do any 
kind of quantitative thinking at 
all without unit consciousness. 

“The way we think of quan- 
tities is something deep inside 
our bones. To change from one 
mode of thinking to another is 
nothing short of traumatic. 

“People in England just 
about went nuts making a sim. 
ple change from the old pound 
shilling-pence business to a dec 
imal system, making the pound 
equal exactly 100 pence.” 

As Arnold says, however 
we're the ones who are out of 
step, gumming up the works 
hanging on to the anachron 
isms. 

But since units are so funda 
mental to a civilization, chang 
ing ours is going to be a 
wrenching experience. 

Stans has urged the switch 
be made in some coordinated 
way. But Congress hasn't yet 
begun to tangle with what 
promises to be one gigantic 
can of worms. 

“If we want to remain strong 
in the family of nations, we'l 
be forced to do it,” Arnold 
says. “It won't be easy.”

Committee Chosen to 
Seek Law School Dean 


A search committee to re- 
commend a dean for the new 
law school of Southern Illinois 
University at Carbondale has 
been appointed by President 
Robert G. Layer. 

The nine-man group is com- 
posed of seven faculty members 
and two members of the SIU 
board of trustees. 

Included are Robert H. Dre- 
her, committee chairman, as- 
sociate professor of govern- 
ment and the Center for the 
Study of Crime, Delinquency, 
and Corrections; M. Browning 
Carrott, assistant professor of 
history; Ivan A. Elliott Jr., 
Carmi, trustee; Jack F. Isakoff, 
professor of government; T. 
Richard Mager, SIU legal coun- 
sel; Frederick J. Naffziger, as- 
sistant professor of finance; 
Harris Rowe, Jacksonville, trus- 
tee; Max W. Turner, professor 
of government; and Gola 
Waters, assistant professor of 
business. 

Layer urged the committee to 
make its recommendation for 
the law school deanship at the 
earliest possible date consonant 
with discovery of a first-rate 
candidate or candidates. 

Approval for the law school 
was voted by the board of 
trustees at its Nov. 19 meet- 
inb here. 


VA loan guaranty officials 
said the agency received 104,000 
applications during the Septem- 
ber quarter and 108,000 during 
the June quarter. Loans closed 
for the two periods totaled near- 
ly 84,000 and 61,000, respec- 
tively. 

Included in the September 
quarter totals were statistics on 
mobile home loan activities, 
which has had a slow start since 
the program was implemented 
in March. 

As of the end of June, VA had 
guaranteed 278 mobile home 
loans. However, in the Septem- 
ber quarter, the agency re- 
ceived 1,300 loan requests and 
guaranteed 780 loans. VA now 
believes guaranteed mobile 
home loans could reach 25,000 in 
the current fiscal year. 

Explaining reasons for the 
upswing in home loan activ- 
ities during the June and 
September quarters, officials 
cited as one reason, the 
three reductions in mort- 
gage interest rates, from 
8.5% to 7% since last 
December, 

Other important contribu- 
ting factors, they added, are 
the liberal provisions of the 
Veterans Housing Act of 
1970 (enacted a year ago), 
the general availability of 
mortgage *money and the 
Administration’s strong sup- 
port of the mortgage mar- 
ket. 

Among other things, the 
Veterans Housing Act re- 
stored unused, expired 
home loan benefits to 8.9 
million World War II and 
Korean Conflict veterans, 
and authorized VA to guar- 

ile home loans.

Snowmobiles Catching 
On as Illinois Hobby

Springfield — Nearly 
snowmobiles have been regis- 
tered in Illinois so far this 
year, reflecting the growing 
popularity of the relatively new 
sport vehicles. 

So far, 3,650 owners have 
paid $6 each to register their 
vehicles for two years with the 
division of boating in the state 
Department of Conservation. 
After two years, they must be 
re-registered. 

Funds collected for snow- 
mobile registrations are put 
into a special fund, similar 
to that set up for boating 
license fees, and the funds 
are kept for uses related to 
snowmobile operation, such 
as maintenance and expan- 
sion of areas especially 
designated for use by the 
winter buggies. 


It is unlawful to operate a 
snowmobile which has not been 
registered, according to the of- 
fice of Kenneth Gruenwald, 
head of the boating division, 
which also supervises the snow 
mobiles. 

As with any other vehicle, it 
is also unlawful to operate one 
when under the influence of 
alcohol or drugs, to operate 
them after dark unless they 
are equipped with lighted head 
and tail lights, to operate them 
anywhere but in designated 
areas, or to operate them in vio- 
lation of speed limits, or in a 
manner unsafe for conditions. 

To be sure snowmobile own- 
ers and operators know the 
regulations, and the penalties 
for failure to obey them, the 
Conservation Department has 
made available a small pamph- 
let listing, in digest form, the 
1972 Illinois snowmobile rules 
and regulations, similar to the

boating laws digest which the 


Department also distributes 
free of charge. 

Copies can be obtained from 
the Division- of Boating in the 
Conservation Department, in 
either the Springfield or Chica- 
go offices, where applications 
for registration can also be 
obtained. 

Most dealers of snowmobiles 
also have been supplied, by the 
department, with both the reg- 
istration application forms and 
the rules digest.

Yule Customs Change

Christmas is one time of the 
year when all persons, regard- 
less of religious faith, can af- 
ford the luxury of happiness. 

And however exuberant the 
observation of Christmas in 1971 
may be, it is relatively tame 
compared with the almost 
hedonistic celebrations of cen- 
turies ago. 

In an age of speed and in- 
stant service, it is hard to im- 
agine what whent into the prep- 
aration for the Christmas feast, 
and related festivities centuries 
ago. 

The enjoyment of the 
pleasures of life no longer is 
limited to a single season. But 
in days gone by, particular em- 
phasis was placed on merry- 
making on perhaps two or three 
extended occasions each year. 

Christmas was no one- 
day holiday in the Middle 
Ages, any more than it is 
now. The celebration lasted 
for 12 days. 

And because of transpor- 
tation problems and primi- 
tive storage facilities, ex- 
tensive preparations were 
made to be sure there was 
sufficient food and drink 
stored for the feasting. 
There is remarkably little 

difference in traditional observ- 
ances, decorations, and other 
features of the Christmas holi- 
day — despite national differ- 
ences and some religious de- 
partures from the norm. 

Christmas remains the one 
time of the year when national 
custome are similar to those 
of past centuries 

Gifts and decorations, carol 
singing, feasting and church 
services — all are associated 
with Christmas and contributed 
to the memories that accumu- 
late over the years. The tradi- 
tiona] Christmas also has added 
some “new” touches in the last 
century. 

The Christmas tree, 
a part of the holiday observ- 
ance in America, was not a 
feature of either the English or 
American observance until the 
late 19th Century, for example. 

Prince Albert, the husband of 
Queen Victoria, had been a 
German prince __ before 
marriage. He introduced the 
Christmas tree into England. 

Although Christmas trees 
were not known previously in 
Great Britain, their origin can 
be traced to the Roman poet, 
Virgil, who refers in one of his 
poems to a pine tree on which 
small objects were hung upon 
the branches. 

The decision to celebrate 
Christmas in December was 
not a matter of chronolog- 
ical accuracy, but did con- 
form to pre-Christmas tra- 
dition. 

Hundreds of years before the 
birth of Jesus Christ, the end 
of the year was a time of feast- 
ing and rejoicing 

The leaders of the early 
Roman Catholic Church decided 
to make the period of the win- 
ter feat a Christmas festival 
honoring the birth of Christ, 
permitting the people to con- 
tinue some of what originally 
were pagan customers 

Such traditions as the burn- 
ing of the Yule log, use of 
evergreen for decoration, and 
the boar's head all appear to 
be relics of antiquity, with no 
connection to Christian religion. 

Mistletoe also was connected 
with winter solstice rites before 
the coming of Christ. 

The Yule log — a product of 
Scandinavia — had special sig- 
nificance in early days: It was 
another product of pre-Christian 
days, incorporated in a feast 
called Juul from which the 
word Yule was derived. 

The Yule log was kept burn- 
ing for at least 24 hours start- 
ing Christmas Eve.

It was that country which 
originated the legend of the 
woman who failed to take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to 
go with the Wise Men to offer 
a gift to Christ; thereafter, she 
traveled from house to house 
to leave gifts for children in the 
hope she would find the infant 
Jesus. 

Mince pie became a Christ- 
mas standard at some point in 
the 17th Century. It was men- 
tioned by Ben Jonson, the 
Elizabethan poet and play- 
wright, in one of his plays. 

The Lord of Misrule was an 
early Christmas custom, and 
became notorious because of 
drunkenness and other miscon- 
duct. 

It was abandoned, eventually, 
after rioters invaded churches 
with services in progress and 
went so far as to force people 
to hand them alms brought for 
the church offertories. 

So serious was the situation 
that under Oliver Cromwell, 
many revels were halted. Dur- 
ing the reign of Charles II, how- 
ever, they were revived. 

In later years, such customs 
as electric candles and lights 
gave a different dimension to 
Christmas. 

Still, there is much that re. 
mains of the early days of the 
Christmas festival. 

More than any single occa 
sion, it motivates people of all 
beliefs to join together.

CARE OF 
SUEDE GARMENTS 

Suede leather garments thrive 
on use and become more supple 
with wear. 

Follow these general tips on 
suede care: 

—Suede seldom needs dry 
cleaning. Brush it regularly to 
keep dust from settling in the 
nap. 

—Most spots and light stains 
can be removed easily. If 
brushing doesn’t work, use a 
soft gum eraser, emery board 
or chalk cleaner. You can buy 
chalk cleaners in stick form or 
aerosol can in household or no- 
tions departments. 

—Heavily soiled suedes should 
be dry cleaned professionally 
If your suede garment has a 
label or tag suggesting special 
household or dry cleaning pro- 
cedures, follow the instructions 

~Suede is waterproof. If your 
suede garment gets wet or rain- 
spotted, dry it away from heat 
When dry, brush it with a terry 
towel to restore the original ap: 
pearance. Brush the nap in one 
direction, 

—Most kles in suede will 
hang out overnight. If wrinkles 
persist, press. with an iron at 
the “rayon’ setting. Use heavy 
wrapping paper as a press cloth 
and press on the right side of 
the garment. Press with a light 
quick touch 

—To store suede garments 
for an extended period, hang 
them in a well-ventilated closet. 
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Cover with a cloth to keep dust 
free, but do not place suede 
garments in a plastic bag. Like 
all leather, suede needs air.

Springfield—Gov. Richard B. 
Ogilvie ‘may: be regaining some 
political ground by his handling 
of the welfare issue. 

Grassroots reports reaching 
the Statehouse are that voters 
in general are sympathetic with 
the governor in his efforts to 
bring some order into the monu- 
mental relief mess, 


Bitter attacks on Ogilvie, 
chiefly by Chicago liberals and 
minority leaders, appear to have 
backfired and earned for him 
more words of support than he 
has received in a long time, 

Whether it is a fair sum- 
mation or not, most Illinois 
taxpayers, especially those 
Downstate, feel that relief 
rolls are top heavy. 

The recent “march” on 
Springfield of relief recipi- 
ents and ‘welfare workers 
was rated as pretty much of 
a failure, fewer than 2,000 
out of a hoped-for 10,000 
participating. Worse yet, 
from their standpoint, ‘the 
reaction of the Springfield 
man-on-the-street was over- 
whelmingly critical. 

Winning Ogilvie possible po- 
litical support is a general feel- 
ing among the taxpayers that 
he is doing as much as can be 
expected to hold down welfare 
costs. 

His efforts to transfer more 
of the relief cost to the federal 
government are warmly wel- 
comed 

Unless relief rolls are some- 
how trimmed or at t held 
ut current levels and unless 
substantial * assistance is 
forthcoming from Wast 
Illinois, like other major st 
will be forced into a_ bitter 
choice of either raising taxes or 
going bankrupt 

So far, none of Ogilvie’s po- 
litical critics have come up with 
any better ideas for heading off 
this calamity than has the 
governor. 

On the contrary, a few have 
slipped into a possible political 
miscalculation by accusing the 
governor of “letting the people 
go hungry.” 

Another bright streak in 
the clouded Ogilvie political 
clouds are the continuing 
and increasing reports from 
the grassroots that his mas- 
‘sive highway construction 
program is beginning to win 
him some significant sup- 
port. 


Relief Chaos 


There is some speculation, 
too, that Lt, Gov. Paul Simon, 
all but certain to be the Demo- 
cratic candidate for governor, 
may have hurt himself by fre- 
quent criticism of the highway 
funding procedure. 

There may be a real fear de- 
veloping among workers that 
Simon as governor might slow 
down the highway program. 

Most people at the Statehouse 
doubt that he could if he wanted 
to. But in politics, the voters 
rarely read the fine print. 

Ogilvie’s re-election outlook is 
still hazy, but welfare and high- 
ways could light the way back.

“Winter driving, with the ever 
present danger of ice and snow 
build-ups, demands extra cau- 
tion on the part of the driver;

The chief suggests that driv- 
ers follow checklists endorsed 
by the International Association 
of Chiefs of Police and based 
on testing carried out by the 
Winter Driving Hazards Com- 
mittee of the National Safety 
Council.

It has been my sincere ple: 
ure to serve as the chairman 
of the East-West Gateway Co- 
ordinating Council for the past 
two years.

On the other hand, through 

the work of East-West Gateway, 
1 believe we have been able to 
move forward in some e 
that are of major impor 

the welfare of all citizens and 
local governments in this met- 
ropolitan region 

Such movement could not 
have taken place without the 
open interchange between elect- 
ed leaders that is a part of the 
East-West Gateway Coordinat 
ing Council 

I would- like to 
very briefly our major 
plishments in 1971 

First, we have major 
trides forward in our efforts to 
achieve as a reality a mass 
transportation system for this 
metropolitan area 

During 1971, we received 
the final study which pro- 
poses an 86-mile mass 
transit system for this re- 
gion. 

It has laid out before us 
the possibility of providing 
a transportation system 
that is capable of moving

WASHINGTON — Politicians 
here, analyzing the effects of 
recent big city votes for mayor, 
have begun paying more than 
cautious attention to another 
race which might have more 
far-reaching partisan implica- 
tions. 

That contest occurred in Vir- 
ginia where state voters elected 
Henry Howell, a Democratic 
state senator, to become lieu- 
tenant governor, filling the va- 
cancy caused by death of the 
incumbent earlier this year. 


Howell is an old-school south- 
ern conservative who made a 
pitch for votes in the manner 
of a man who spoke for the 
people. 

The political curiosity is that 
Howell skipped formal party 
support to seek the office as 
an “independent.” 


In doing so, he defeated 
Establishment candidates spon- 
sored by Democrats and Repub- 
licans. 


Tt can never be said that as 
Virginia gges, so goes the na- 
tion. But Howell’s election did 
make a point to politicians here 
— that party label and support 
are not always enough in the 
political arsenal. 

Those who see Howell's vic- 
tory as somewhat important 
cite that Sen. Harry Byrd of 
Virginia won re-election last 
year by also following the in- 
dependent route. 

At the same time, Conserva- 
tive James Buckley of New 
York won.a Senate seat by 
skipping support of the major 
parties. 

In the long run, politicians 
scem to feel the ‘vote the man, 
not the party" syndrome of the 
American electorate continues 
to bode well for Gov. George 
Wallace of Alabama and_ his 
new unstated presidential am- 
bitions next year.

Springfield — The computer 
has now turned its probing elec- 
tronic eye on operation of more 
than 1,100 nursing homes and 
homes for the aged in Illinois. 

Since last April, 20 have gone 
out of business because they 
didn’t meet operating stand 
ards, and some of the closings 
are directly traceable to that 
inquiring computer. 

‘Presently, there are more 
than 70,000 persons, the popula 
tion of a good-sized city, resid- 


| ing in what the Public Health 


Department terms long care 
homes, in Illinois. 

Besides homes for the aged, 
they include facilities offering 
skilled care, intermediate care 
and sheltered care, with var 
ious, clearly-spelled out require- 
ments for operating each class 
listed “in the Department's re- 
cently slicked up and honed- 
down list of minimum standard 
rules and regulations. 

That volume, published just 
last September, replaces three 
previous volumes, one for each 
type of operation. 

Homes for the aged, also 
licensed by the state, may 
or may not offer some 
type of care offered in the 
other classes, and in ad- 
dition, by Ilinois law, must 
be operated on a_non- 
profit basis. 

According to Russel L. 
Bryant, administrator of 
the long term care section 
of the Department’s Divi- 
ion of Health Facilities, 
immediate steps such as 
hiring of more inspectors, 
were taken last March and 
April, just after disclosures 
of nursing home conditions 
in Chicago. 

The computer joined the 
work staff more recently. 
Since last April, the inspec- 
tion staff has grown from 
18 to 43 persons who ac- 
tually visit the facilities. 

Because of the computer 
program, these staff mem- 
bers have more time now 
for actual on-site inspec- 
tions, and they are making 
more. 

In the past, Bryant said, each 
of the long term care oper 
tions was visited by appoint- 
ment, once each year, prior to 
relicensing. They seldom saw 
another inspector for the next 
12 months. 

Now, each of the 1,100-plus 
facilities in Illinois receives not 
only the in-depth relicensing in- 
spection, but at least three 


other unannounced inspections

A eariag on “Proposed Reg- 
ulations for the Application of 
Plant Nutrients” will be held 
by the Illinois Pollution Control 
Board Friday, Dec. 10 at 10 
a.m. in the St, Clair Room, 
University Center, SIU-SW. 

This is one of a series of 10 
similar hearings now being held 
in Illinois. 

Purpose of the public hear- 
ing is to provide adequate op- 
portunity for —_ organizations, 
agencies, individuals, and ag- 
ricultural scientists to present 
testimony about the proposed 
regulations. 

The proposals if adopted 
would regulate the application 
of fertilizers and animal manure 
in Illinois. 

After public hearings, the 
Pollution Control Board may 
dismiss the proposals, may ac- 
cept the proposals with minor 
modifications, or may substan- 
tially alter the proposals either 
to’ make them more or less 
stringent. 

The proposals set 
rates for the application 
fertilizer nitrogen for corn 

The application of fertilizer 
nitrogen to sandy soils in the 
fall would be prohibited except 
where eeded grass cover 
crop is grown. 

The application of fertilizer 
nitrogen to the surface of froz- 
en soils of more than five per- 
cent slope would be prohibited. 

The application of fertilizer 
nitrogen in the fall would be 
prohibited unless crop residues 
are left on the surface or until 
specified soil temperature con- 
ditions e: 

The mechanical application of 
animal manure nearer than 40 
rods to streams or lakes on 
frozen soils of more than five 
percent slope would be prohibit- 
ed. Domestic livestock would be 
excluded from streams and 
lakes except for limited ac 
for watering or crossing. 

The application of fertilizer 
phosphorus to frozen fields of 
more than five percent slope 
would be prohibited, 

The application of phosphorus 
to soils with high organic mat- 
ler would be restricted

Evergreens, small shrubs and 
ground covers are hardest hit 
by a fall and winter drought. 
Their shallow roots and com- 
petition with nearby trees is 
contributing to severe stress.

Weekly watering is 
mended to promote gradual 
wetting of the sub-soil layers 
and build up a reserve for win- 
ter. 

PIN OAK AND SWEET GUM 

Pin Oak and Sweet Gum will 
not thrive in. soils which are 
heavily limed. 

Both pin oak and sweet gum 
turn yellow and gradually die 
when the pH of the soil changes 
to neutral or becomes alkaline. 
Most of the soil in this area is 
moderately acid. If we change 
the acidity by adding lime we 
can kill an existing tree or pro- 
duce a situation where new 
trees cannot prosper. 

Pin oaks are more sensitive 
to the problem than sweet 
gums. Pin oak will begin to de- 
velop a light green color and 
gradually decline when the pH 
of the soil is above 6.2. Sweet 
gum will grow. until the pH 
rises above 6.6. pH is a meas- 
ure of soil acidity with figures 
below 7.0 designating more 
acid while above 7.0 desig- 
nating more alkaline reactions. 

Adding lime to turf causes a 
gradual rise in the pH of your 
soil. Natural areas of high pH 
occur in some rolling areas in 
Belleville, Collinsville and Alton.

Whether the soil has been 
“limed” or the tree is planted 
in a naturally alkaline location, 
soil tests always show the pH 
level is above these critical 
readings. 

At present we have no “sure 
cure” for this problem. The 
high pH reduces available sup- 
ply of iron in the soil. Injecting

CHOOSE VELVET FOR 
HOLIDAY FASHIONS 


Velvet with its rich appear- 
ance and luxurious texture lends 
itself to elegant holiday fash- 
ions. 

All velvets are pile fabrics. 

Popular variations include 
crushed velvet, cut velvet, un- 
cut velvet and Panne. 

As the name implies, crushed 
velvet is fabric with the pile 
crushed in all directions. As a 
result, light reflects differently 
on the surfaces, creating light 
and dark color effects. 

Cut velvet consists of a bro- 
caded pattern of velvet on a 
woven background. 

Uncut velvet is woven 
single layer with uncut 
loops 

Panne velvet has the pile 
smoothed in one direction, crea- 
ting a shiny fabric. 

The backing can be woven 
or knitted, If knitted, the fab- 
ric becomes very supple and 
tends to curl 

Traditionally, velvet was 
made of silk. Today, however, 
most velvet is made from syn- 
thethic fibers finished to make 
the fabric crush-resistant as 
well as spot-and water-repellent. 
TIPS ON SEWING VELVET 

Many women who sew find 
velvet difficult to handle, Fol- 
low these tips for sewing vel 
vel: 

Choose patterns , with simple 
design lines and few seams or 
darts. Obviously, top-stitching 
will not be effective in pile fab- 
rics, so avoid designs that call 
for it 

Fit the pattern carefully be- 
fore you cut the garment. Sitch 
marks may show if seams or 
darts need to be removed and 
adjusted 
Before cutting, decide on the 
direction the pile should run. Tf 
it runs up the color will be 
rich, but color change during 
wear may be more obvious than 
if the pile runs down. Check di- 
rection of the pile by running 
your hand over the fabric. It 
will feel smooth when you move 
in the direction of the pile. Be 
sure to lay all pattern pieces 
with the top pointing in the 
same direction. 

Pin the pattern pieces to the 
wrong side of the fabric be- 
cause you can insert pins mare 

sily in the backing. 

Cut one layer at a time if the 
fabric is thick. Omit notches be 
cause they are difficult to ‘cut 
in thick fabric, and mark the 
wrong side of the fabric with 

k or pencil 

Cut — facin, from lighter 
weight fabric that matches or 
blends in color and has similar 
fiber content 

Use scraps of fabric to test 
for the most suitable stitch 
length, tension and pressure. In 
general a small- to medium 
sized needle—Il to 
stitch length of 10 
inch work best 

Hand-baste or pin 
es together before 
them on the machine. 
of thickness, velvet fabrics tend 
to slip as they are stitched. Aft- 
er stitching, slash and trim 
darts if they are wide. 

Press velvet with the pile 
down on a heavy bath towel or 
piece of the fabric itself. A spe- 
cial board with a needle-like 
surface is excellent for press- 
ing velvet but it is expensive 
Never touch the iron to the 
right side of pile fabrics. When 
pressing seams, USe strips of 
brown paper between seams 
edges and fabric to avoid mak- 
ing impressions on the right 
side of the fabric. 

Choose closures _ carefully 
fully. Bound buttonholes are dif- 
ficult. to make in pile fabrics 
and machine buttonholes are

The size of the monthly pay- 
ment depends on three things 
the amount you borrow, the in- 
terest rate, and the number of 
years you take to pay off the 
joan. A change in any of the 
three can also change the to- 
tal cost of the house to you, 

For example, if you buy a 
$20,000 house and make a 
down payment of $2,000, your 
mortgage loan would be $18,00. 
At a 7.5% interest rate, the 
monthly payments would be 
$167 on a 15-year mortgage 
while they would be $126 on a 
30-year mortgage. The total in- 
terest paid on the 15-year mort- 
gage would be $12,010, and on 
the 30-year mortgage it would 
be $27,170. The total cost of the 
house would, therefore, be 
$32,010, on the 15-year mort- 
gage and $57,170 on the 30-y 
mortgage. 

Increasing the down payment 
also will change the amount of 
the monthly payment and the 
total cost of the house. For ex- 
ample, if you put $10,000 down 
on the $20,000 house you plan 
to purchase, your mortgage 
loan would be for $10,000. At 
the same interest rate of 7.5%, 
your monthly payments would 
be $93 for a 15-year mortgage 

nd $70 for a 30-year mortgage. 
The total interest you would 
pay on the 15-year mortgage 

and on the 30- 

mortgage it would be 

090. Total cost of the house 

would be $26,670 in 15 years 
and $35,090 in 30 years 

Getting the lowest possible 
interest rate can also save a 
family money when buying a 
house. For example, if the in 
terest rate is changed from 
7.5% to a 8% on a mor 2 
loan of $18,000 for 15 years, tt 
monthly payments increase 
from $167 to $1 er month 
That's $5 more per month, $60 
more per year, and $950 more 
paid out in interest in 15 years. 
On a 30-year mortgage, the dif: 
ference between 7.5% and 8% 
interest rate on $18,000 is 

330. 

Dr. Hafstrom recommends 
that your mortgage payment 
period be as short as possible 
to keep the interest costs down 

She also advises shopping 
around to get the lowest possi- 
ble interest rate and maki 
the largest down payment pos- 
sible to reduce the total cost of 
interest. In addition, be sure 
your mortgage loan contract 
permits you to repay the loan 
at a faster rate. Then if your 
family’s finance situation im- 
proves, you can make larger 
payments and pay off the debt
